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Ohe Dedra Dintada—Dainted Rock

Professor Homet, formerly a Professor of Classical Arabic at 
Algiers, has been in charge of Missions for the French and Portuguese 
Governments, and is not officially in the Americas for the Anthropo- 
logical School of Paris. He has spent several years in exploring the 
Amazon Valley. Here is an abridgment of his first notes. The entire 
text of his work is now being translated and it is hoped that it will 
shortly be published in this country. 

The question of the age of the civilisation, and even of the 
peopling of South America, has caused a lot of ink to flow, while, 
by a strange contradiction, no systematic archeological researches 
have ever been undertaken in Brazil, which is by far the most 
backward country in this respect. 

For this reason the studies made in the Island of Marajo, at 
Santarem, or among the Sambaquis of the coast, of which the 
greater part of the documentation is in European museums, have 
in some manner remained sporadic. And apart from some U.S. 
scientists who have managed to establish the past presence of currents 
of civilisation between Santarem and the Antilles for example, no 
general study has yet been made permitting the uniting in a con- 
crete whole without detracting from their personal genius, of 
cultures as far separated in appearance as those of Tiahuanaco, 
the Mediterranean, and Santiago de |’Esterro. 

The book which we are now writing “Essay on an Atlanto- 
Mediterranean Culture in the East of South America,’”’ should 
bring some new constructive ideas. Pending this, the following 
notes, will give the general scheme of the work, which was in part, 
inspired by the reading of the following: ‘Owing to the lack of 
documents on the archaeology of the Guianas, all that has so far 
been written can only be considered as experimental. We have no 
possibility of determination of the chronology of the objects dis- 
covered . . . Subsequent explorations may indicate if secondary 
burial in urns was much used. This particularity was not observed 
in any tribe of the Guianas in the historical period.” (Handbook 
of American Indians, Vol. 3, Smithsonian 1948). 

This definition is quite clear and gives a precise basis to show 
what was known and what was not known in 1948. However, the 
many documents which I have brought back prove that secondary 
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burial in urns existed in the Amazon basin 150 years ago and that, 
it doubtless forms a custom among those tribes which are not yet 
in contact with civilisation. On this point alone we are happy to 
have brought a modest contribution to science. On the other hand, 
as shown by Professor M. Reygasse, secondary burial is one of the 
characteristics of the Northern Mediterranean race and is accom- 
panied by the use of red colouring matter on the skeletons which 
are in a crouched position. 

The principal monument of the Guianas Plain is the Pedra 
Pintada Rock, shown on all Brazilian maps as situated at Lat. 3 
degrees N., Long. 61 degrees W. Nevertheless I had the good 
fortune of being the first to be able to study it. This rock is an 
ellipsoid, with a large diameter of 100 metres, a small diameter of 
60 metres and a height of 30 metres. It has three faces, the main 
one having about 300 square metres of surface looking to the 
South. Its main ornamentation, about 15 metres up, is a serpent 
about 7 metres long with a head at each end. The other faces bear 
South East and South West respectively. Each of them is undercut 
at the base and has small caves which are either for burial or for a 
cult, and in every case there is a dolmen. 

Under the Rock itself there is a large cave some four metres 
wide at the entrance and according to the Indians, going inwards 
for some 30 metres. This cave is a vast ossuary from which we 
extracted three dolichocephalic skulls, with square and lowered 
orbits, large parietals, with large and unharmonious faces and also 
the skull of a dog. As the cave is covered in a thick layer of dirt 
we were unable to carry our investigations further. However, 
Indian traditions tell of men with fair hair and blue eyes and white 
skins who were buried there, some with the craniums pierced with 
wooden arrows. 

We were able to establish that certain of the surviving Indian 
tribes, such as the Chirianas, who live in the Rio Uraricpaa (the 
poisoned forest) have numerous persons of this type, from which 
it would appear that the tradition above mentioned is correct. 
This tradition is reinforced by a well-known fact. When the first 
Portuguese reached the Rock, they had to be guarded by soldiers 
to prevent the sorcerers preaching revolt against the invaders, 
which also goes to show the ancient holiness of the spot. 

The main face of the Pedra Pintada has hundreds of drawings, 
many of which are of the “‘Azilian fracture” or Neolithic “Capa- 
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tien” period in France, between 8,000 and 10,000 B.C. It was the 
Abbe Breuil who called this a “Stone album” and said that in 
studying it, one was struck by the distant past being brought near. 

The 600 square metres of inscriptions bring to us hundreds 
of drawings, some of which give the sharp impression of picto- 
graphs(suns, boats, tortoises, semitic, iberian and celtic letters, etc.) 
and many numerical tables, in respect of which thereis no doubt. The 
wild Indians of the region can count up to ten by using their hands 
and up to twenty by using their feet. 

However all the numerical systems of these stone albums are, 
as can be seen, regular tables not based on the decimal system but 
always on religious elements characterised by the use, as bases, of 
sacred semitic and pre semitic numbers. For example, instead of 
using multiples of ten as used by post Colombian peoples—those 
which can read—these are based on sacred numbers: 3, 5 or 7 
and their multiples, 3 x 9, 7x 9, 5X 7, 7X 7, 12 X 12, etc. 

Such numerical systems are among others, a convincing proof 
of the existence in very remote times, of a high degree of civili- 
sation where the majority knew how to read, write and count. 
Here one must admit that this cannot have been the populations 
which exist there today, as when the conquerors arrived the 
Indians knew neither wheels, carts nor horses, but the drawings 
intermingled with the numerical tables show all of these. 

Another point is that the man of Lagoa Santa, whose remains 
have been found from Patagonia to California, lived together with 
animals of the tertiary period, also with camels and modern horses. 
One must admit therefore, that the remnants of this race who are 
now living in Brazil, spring from a superior civilisation, which 
has strange similarities with that of the Mediterranean Basin. 

Further, some of the drawings recall those found on Egyptian 
monuments and show the main tools used for the movement of 
large stones. This is of interest as we discovered many stones 
weighing many dozens of tons placed in such a manner that human 
intervention is obvious. This however, might be explained by 
plain industrial determinism without Egyptian intervention. 

The same face is decorated with drawings of suns, ancient 
letters and various symbols, and below to the right, just by the 
entrance to a small cave, there is one in black in the classical style 
of prehistoric Europe, of a man riding a horse. 
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It was Professor Capitan of the French Institute who declared 
that, “At the end of the azilian period, reduced size pictures be- 
came more and more simplified, frequently only partial represen- 
tations, for religious motives, hiding the real meaning under primi- 
tive figures. Later copyists degenerated still further these stylisa- 
tions to a point where the original meaning can only be found in 
legend, as a period had been reached of very complex designs, 
contemporary with the Neolithic, the origin of which could be 
traced only by ascending comparisons until one with realistic 
aspect and a clear significance was reached, certain signs always 
give the impression of pictographic writing.” 

Under the overhang of the main face there are two small 
votive caves and four basins, two round and two oval. A trilithon, 
of which the capstone has fallen and is chipped, is pentagonal in 
shape and about 20 centimetres thick, whilst its support is 1 m. 50 
long and 1 m. wide. 

The whole series of terraces, grottoes, basins and monoliths, 
is covered with a thick coat of red. It recalls the Celtic combina- 
tion of snake, ship, sun, horse and monolith with an ossuary. 
Apart from the nature of the terrain it produces an echo of remark- 
able quality, making the clatter of horses hooves sound like the 
beating of thick bronze sheets with cyclopean hammers. It would 
appear that this was the centre of a popular cult, and that the 
various elements were employed to impress the faithful and to 
pass them through what may be called the first degree of initiation. 

The South East face is also painted, but is much smaller than 
the main one. Here also there is a terrace but more difficult of 
access, and the inner portion is invisible from below. On the 
outer edge of the terrace is one of the finest megaliths that a pre- 
historian might ever encounter. It is nearly a perfect pentagon 
and is covered with red ochre. It stands 1m. 30cm. in diameter 
and 20cm. thick. The underside of the capstone has been so well 
worked as to be nearly 'smooth. Behind it lie four small funerary 
grottoes, cut by hand and symmetrical. One had a conduit cut 
from the roof to the summit of the Rock, some 25m. higher up. 
According to Indian tradition this pipe served to carry the poison, 
brewed above, to be given to victims to be sacrificed. The general 
set corresponds with what is known of a second degree initiation 
in the celt-iberian culture of Gaul, at about the beginning of the 
bronze age; nevertheless, the funerary grottoes, the pentagonal 
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megaliths and the fractured skulls in the ossuary give the impres- 
sion of a close relationship with North Africa. 

The South West face is very small, being scarcely 5 or 6m. 
wide. But it shelters two terraces, the first of which is very high 
up and difficult of access, except by a narrow ledge along which 
one has to crawl face down. The second is slightly lower and 
easy of access. When in use it was probably closed to all but the 
initiated. 

From the second terrace one can see, hidden in the rocks, a 
megalith of great beauty, covered with pictures. This is the second 
pictured dolmen which I discovered here, the other was, in addi- 
tion with a “Sun with Feet” which calls to mind the two following 
definitions: G. Poisson said ““The megalithic culture arose when 
there was a strong religious feeling which was unique in that the 
monuments and the inscriptions were the same’; and Captain: 
““Megaliths bearing inscriptions and suns with feet are only to be 
found in Brittany, England and Scandinavia with local variants. 

This megalith, which measures 2m. 50 by 1m. 30 and is 80cm. 
in height, is crowned with Greek epsilons, omicroms, drawings of 
boats, stylised snakes, etc. And just by, one sees semitic, phoeni- 
cian, and other letters. By its side is a small hole, still covered with 
paint, with which the rock is deeply impregnated. This must have 
been where the colours were mixed. Also many mixers are to be 
seen about in the usual cone shape. 

Finally the megalith is the centre of an echo which is to be 
encountered neither to right nor to left. It must have been picked 
with care, for if struck with a hammer, it gives out pure sounds, 
varied according to where it is struck, which are immediately 
echoed to a distance. 

It is of interest to note that this particular stone is invisible 
from anywhere around. It stands on a small platform on which it 
has been hoisted, which is not more than 6 square m. in area, which 
shows that the number of persons taking part in any ceremony 
must have been very small. 

Knowing the inscriptions and symbols of the Celts, and that 
their initiatory rites were no more than three, one can only con- 
clude that this portion of the site was reserved for the initiation 
of High Priests, or one might even say “Druids,” having there an 
altar only to be seen by the second degree adepts on the lower 
terrace. 
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Snorre Surlasson and Atlantis

The worship of the old Scandinavian god Odin among South 
American Indians, and the Central American legends of Votan’, *, 
seems to tally with the assumption that the American Red Indians 
invaded the New World from northern Asia across the Bering 
Strait*, when attention is paid to the statement in the Icelandic 
historian Snorre Sturlasson’s (1178-1241) “Ynglingesaga,” in the 
cycle of old Norwegian sagas called “Heimskringla,” that Odin 
was originally a chieftain in an Asiatic realm, east of the river 
Tanakvisl (supposed to be Don), and that he subsequently invaded 
northern Europe. Modern science usually assumes that all the 
Scandinavian gods and the whole of Scandinavian sacred lore hailed 
from Asia, and we have no reason to doubt the statement in Snorre 
that these gods are but deified men, in the same way as we know it 
from Egypt, Greece, etc. Nevertheless, various authors have had 
a taste of Atlantean affinities in old Norse mythology, wherefore 
it may not be without purpose to point out a few very interesting 
points in Snorre himself, statements that seem to render Snorre’s 
opinion of the location of the kingdom of Odin less certain, and 
which may well be aboriginal traits in some obscure and fragmen- 
tary source-book of the authors. 

As a matter of fact, the lovely home of the “gods,” Asgaard, 
watered by the four sacred rivers of milk’ and encircled by a 
splendid wall‘, is supposed to lie towards the south-west, which 
suits no Asiatic locality with regard to Scandinavia, but is in ac- 
cordance with the assumption of a mid-atlantic site. (Towards the 
east, in Asia, is declared to lie the country of the giants.). It may 
therefore be significant, that Snorre places Asgaard in the land of 
the Old-World-Amazons. Perhaps both cycles of myth concern 
Atlantis (as it would appear, as regards the Amazons, from 
Diodorus Siculus*), and were misplaced at the same time, for 
some reason or other. 

Snorre has something to tell about Svitjod, which he says is 
the land north of the Black Sea, i.e., Russia, comprising among 
other things the kingdom of Odin. However, his description, if it 
really concerns prehistoric Russia, is wrong as to the very most 
important points. Says he: 

“In Svitjod are many great cities, many nations and many 
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tongues, there are giants and dwarfs, there are ““blaamenn (negroes) 
and many strange peoples, there are, furthermore, animals and 
dragons there, terribly big.” 

He speaks of ‘Mountains towards the north,” from where 
comes the river Tanakvisl. It seems strange that the great cities, 
many nations and tongues, for which we look in vain in prehistoric 
—or early historical—Russia, are found in Plato’s descriptions of 
Atlantis. No hill towards the north in European Russia ought to 
be called a “mountain,” but in “Critias” is to be read: “The 
whole country was described as being very lofty and precipitous 
on the side of the sea, but the country immediately about and sur- 
rounding the city was a level plain. . .” “. . . the whole region 
of the island lies towards the south, and is sheltered from the 
north. . .”’ (The great plain in Atlantis has its counterpart in 
the lovely plain in Asgaard, referred to elsewhere in Norse 
mythology’.). Furthermore, did any negroes ever live in Russia? 
Anyway, they certainly lived in Atlantis. Are, finally, not the 
giants and dwarfs, the strange peoples, the animals and dragons, 
well-known mytholological features from a number of our source- 
books to Atlantean history? 

Later in “Ynglingesaga” we read: “While Njord (a god-man) 
lived among the Vanir (a neighbouring people, with whom the 
Aesir had intercourse and troubles), he had been married to his 
sister, as was legal there. . . (he had children by her). . . among 
the Aesir it was prohibited to marry such close relatives.” This 
reference to a brother-sister-marriage is no usual feature in this 
mythological complex. The fact that in its position in Snorre’s 
story it stands without significance for the rest of the narrative, 
allows us to consider it an aboriginal trait, that should be compared 
with the same phenomenon so often found in other myths relating 
to Atlantis. (The statement, that such a marriage was prohibited 
among the Aesir, must be charged to Snorres’ own account.). 

“(In Asgaard) it was a custom that 12 high-priests should be 
the leaders, they should perform the sacrifices and judge the 
people; they are those called “diar” or “drotner” (kings); the 
entire people had to serve and obey them.” 

Apart from the number (in other places too, we meet the 
uncertainty as to whether there were ten or twelve kings in 
Atlantis), this is exactly the same description as that given in 
“Critias” concerning the tasks of the kings of Atlantis, during 
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their meeting in the central metropolis’. Among these “‘drotner” 
Odin divided his kingdom. The Danish, Norwegian and Swedish 
sites attributed to the various kingdoms by Snorre are certainly 
quite arbitrary. 

Odin was a culture-hero, not only in America, but also in 
Scandinavia: 

“It is told—and it is certainly true—that when Asa-Odin, 
and together with him ‘Diane,’ came to the northern countries, 
they undertook and taught various achievements, with which 
people have dealt long after. Odin was the foremost among them, 
and from him they learned all the achievements, because he was 
the first to know all of them—or most of them, anyway.” 

“He and his high-priests are called verse-makers, because 
with them that art came to the northern countries.” 

“Odin gave laws, the same that had before been given among 
the Aesirs. . .” 

Snorre says, that people in olden times had a lot to tell from 
““Gudeheimen,” the home of gods, i.e., Svitjod. Unfortunately, 
he has let none of these stories come down to us. He merely says, 
that “Odin died of sickness home in Svitjod.” He was burned, 
and “people worshipped Odin and the twelve chieftains, and called 
them and believed in them long after.” 

There may be more mythological material relating to Atlantis 
in ““Heimskringla.” In the saga of Harald Haarfager is mentioned 
a locality, an island called “‘Atly,” i.e., “Atl-island,” and the name 
Atle may be reminiscent of Atlas. However, any closer analysis is 
out of place here, as it has only been my purpose to show, that we 
should not be much wrong in placing the ““Ynglingesaga,” and per- 
haps the entire ““Heimskringla,” among our sources of Atlantean 
history. The task to divide its true mythological elements from the 
speculations of its author is, I think, going to be rather a difficult 
one. 
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Ohe Sun Gemple of Kalasasaya ;

The great Sun Temple of Kalasasaya, in its day no doubt a 
magnificent edifice, is now a ruin, despoiled by time, weather and 
vandalism. But in some respects the remains are still sufficient to 
enable us to gain some idea of its astronomical purposes when 
viewed in the light of the Hoerbiger Theory. In other words, the 
Temple in certain respects adds confirmation to the basis of inter- 
pretation of the famous Calendar which was found within its pre- 
cincts and with which it was no doubt intimately connected. The 
following notes are based on measurements given in Posnansky’s 
“Tiahuanacu—Cradle of American Man.” 

ORIENTATION. 

From the fact that the central axis of the Temple runs east- , 
west the orientation must have been an equinoctial one. 

The measurements are—length 128.36 m., breadth 118.66 m. 
This is very near to the ratio 11:10 and it is therefore probable 
that the dimensions were determined by the 11:10 relationship 
between the true year and the Solar Steps. See Atlantis, May 1952. 

With an obliquity of 163 degrees the corners of the Temple 
could not have been oriented to the Solstices. Posnansky’s argu- 
ments in favour of a solistitial orientation were based on an obli- 
quity of about 233 degrees, but it is probable that his “amplitude” 
is no more than the geometrical angle formed by a rectangle, the 
sides of which are in the proportion of 11:10. 

THE T/LINEAR UNIT OF MEASUREMENT. 

The south side of the Temple shows a division by monoliths 
into 29 spaces. It is likely therefore, that the sides of the Temple 
were 290 and 264 T/units. If so, then the value of a T/unit may be 
calculated: 

290 plus 264 = 554 T/units = 128.36 plus 118.66 m. 

= 247.02 m. 
1 T/unit = .4458 m. 
= 17.55 inches. 
Tue STONE STAIRCASE—WHY IT IS NOT CENTRAL TO THE AXIS OF 
THE TEMPLE. 

The centre of the staircase on the east side of the Temple is 

1.116 m. to the north of the axis. This cannot have been accidental 
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or due to a mistake in measurement. The reason may be as follows: 

From a certain point of observation within the Temple the 
staircase between its flanking pillars subtends an angle of 6:5 
degrees. The offset subtends an angle of 1 degree. 

The. Satellite, on the 14th of the 1st Twelfth, would have 
approached the horizon at an angle of about 80 degrees from the 
north. When its centre was still 33 degrees above the horizon and 
1 degree to the north of the east-west line the disk would have 
been framed between the pillars at the time of a solar eclipse. Had 
the staircase, however, been centrally placed, or had the offset 
been other than the amount given to it, then the disk would not 
have been in precisely that position at the time of the eclipse. 
THE ELEVEN PILLARS ON THE WesT SIDE OF THE TEMPLE. 

The eleven pillars are of varying widths and thicknesses, but 
the centre to centre distances are equal. The centre of the middle 
pillar is 37 cm. to the south of the axis of the Temple. 

From a point of observation on the axis of the Temple about 
65 m. from the middle pillar the angle subtended between the 
inside corners of the two outside pillars is equal to the total ampli- 
tude of the Sun plus one diameter of the Satellite, viz., 33.3 
degrees plus 6.8 degrees equal 40.1 degrees. Viewed from the 
point of observation the angles subtended between the corners of 
alternate pillars are 7.0, 6.8, 7.0, 6.8, 7.1, 6.7, 7.1, 6.5, and 6.9 
degrees, that is, there are nine positions of the Satellite’s disk. 
These may be termed “ideal” positions. 

If the Satellite was, in fact, viewed between the pillars it is 
probable that its appearances were at the times of Satellitic eclipses 
or shortly before or after. If viewed at the actual time of an eclipse 
the disk would become visible as a dark red orb by refracted light 
from the Sun, if shortly before or after a satellitic eclipse the disk 
would be practically “full,” barely diminished in size. There 
would be more scope for the appearances in the required positions 
at satellitic than at solar eclipses. This probability is borne out 
when the times of actual eclipses are considered. The appearances 
which come nearest to the “ideal” positions are the satellitic 
eclipses (or full satellites) of the 2nd and 13th of the Twelfths. 
There is, however, a discrepancy varying up to 1.3 degrees of 
amplitude. 

This discrepancy, however, does not invalidate our theory of 
the use of the eleven pillars. It is more likely than not, that the 
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orbit of the Satellite had a certain degree of inclination to the 
ecliptic and if this is so it would probably account for the difference 
between the “‘ideal”’ positions of the disks and the actual positions 
according to our present knowledge. As the orbit is not known it 
has necessarily been taken as coinciding with the eliptic. The 
discrepancy of 1.3 degrees points to a small degree of inclination. 

The varying diameters of the disks in their “ideal” positions 

mentioned above indicate the strong possibility that the orbit of 
the Satellite had a certain degree of eccentricity. The mean of the 
figures given is 6.8 degrees and this agrees with the estimated 
apparent diameter according to the Hoerbiger Theory. The ec- 
centricity indicated is 1/22 compared with 1/18 of our present 
Moon. 

Whilst, therefore, this solution of the eleven pillars is not 

conclusive, our brief review of the Temple site has established: 

(a) a reason for the varying widths and thicknesses of the 
pillars. 

(b) a reason why the number of pillars is eleven, that being 
the number required to accommodate nine disks between 
alternate pillars, disks and amplitude being as stated. 

(c) confirmation of the apparent size of the Satellite’s disk, 
hitherto a purely hypothetical figure. 

(d) a possible inclination of the Satellite’s orbit to the ecliptic 
and an indication of its extent. 

(e) a possible eccentricity of the Satellite’s orbit and an ap- 

proximate indication of the degree of eccentricity. 

(f) that the obliquity must have been in the neighbourhood 
‘Df 164 degrees. 

(g) a reason for the peculiar offset of the stone staircase. 

(h) aprobable close approximation to the Tiahuanacan linear 
unit of measurement. 

(i) the dimensions of the Temple were probably determined 
by the important 11:10 ratio between the solar steps 
and the true year. 
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Ghe Sign of the Dragon

When the bones, skulls, and even whole skeletons of huge 
antediluyian reptiles were discovered at the beginning of last 
century, imbedded in strata of the secondary (mesozoic) age, and 
were reconstructed by artists under the direction of scientific ex- 
perts, their forms resembled the fantastic dragon monsters depic- 
ted in the centuries-old temples of ancient Mexico and China, 
which had until then been regarded as products of the imagination 
of primitive peoples without any prototypes, whereupon the dis- 
coverers were faced with a tremendous puzzle. Man, creature of 
the quaternary period, and of the retreating ice-age, could not 
have been a contemporary of these saurian monsters, and could 
not have bequeathed to his descendants the description of these 
animals. Was it possible that the Chinese people, with their 
ancient culture, could have found these saurian fossils long ago, 
and from their reconstruction formed the sign of the dragon? 

This was not borne out by Chinese researches and available 
records. It was also difficult to believe in coincidence, especially 
as it shortly became evident that in the mythology, sagas and 
folk-lore of almost all the peoples of the earth—even of those who 
could have no knowledge whatever of the dragon images of China 
and ancient Mexico—monsters similar to those reconstructed by 
the artists played an important part. How could this be explained? 
There was no explanation. It had to be assumed that the crocodile 
and the snake must be regarded as the origin of the dragons which 
had become demons in the childish fancy of early nfan, demons 
which subsequently grew into cosmic monsters that destroyed the 
sun and the gods. 

Thus no explanation was forthcoming, nor could there be 
any, since folk myths had not yet been recognised as true evidence 
of folk memory. It was only after Schliemann proved by the 
results of his successful excavations in Mycenae that the descrip- 
tions in the Iliad of the fabulous Trojan wars were really founded 
on historical fact, that it began to be suspected that a grain of 
truth was to be found in all the myths, tales and stories of heroes. 
But the viewpoint and world outlook of the 19th Century, which 
did not acknowledge any global catastrophe, and argued against 
powerful major upheavals in favour of a gradual process extending 
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over a period of millions of years, and which held firmly to the 
Darwin theory of evolution, prevented the correct interpretation 
of these relics. Hans Hoerbiger broke the fetters which had until 
then hindered the understanding of the puzzle of this legacy of 
mankind. He gave proof that homo sapiens already existed at the 
time when these giant saurians flourished. 

Almost all the historical and primitive peoples had flood 
legends which told of a world-embracing catastrophe by water. 
Since the flood was caused by the disintegration of the Tertiary 
Satellite, therefore man must have been present in the Tertiary 
Period, as a reasoning being. Some peoples however, remembered 
an earlier flood; the memory of these races, therefore, reached 
back into the Secondary Period. Thus the possibility of passing 
on stories of fights with terrible saurians and battling dragons was 
available. Doubtless these early men of that era carried with them 
the recollection of terrible happenings into the subsequent moon- 
less period of the “new world.” But man had fought with the giant 
beasts, and particularly brave and skilful hunters had succeeded 
in conquering such mammoths, and what man succeeds in slaying 
he also conquers spiritually: there is no convincing basis to be 
found for the elevation of the “dragons” to the status of cosmic 
monsters, or any kind of origin of the Evil One. In the Apocalypse 
of St. John (XII, 9, and XX, 2) there are repeated references to 
the Devil as ‘the dragon, the old serpent, which is called the devil 
and satan.” (The word Beelzebub besides, comes from the Syrian 
“‘Beel-gad,” by which was meant the moon). 

The most dangerous enemies of man in Western Europe in 
the time ofthe moon were the armoured giant lizards. The des- 
troyer of the world and exterminator of the gods in the cosmic 
struggle of the moon capture and disintegration could therefore 
only have been pictured as giant celestial dragons in the imagina- 
tion of the frightened creatures of that time. That the eon or 
at any rate, the “wise men” of those early times, who were prob- 
ably priests and rulers, were aware of the moon-character of this 
dragon, has been shown by Hinzpeter’. 

Just as Hoerbiger solved the riddle of the “sea of glass” in the 
Apocalypse, so has Hinzpeter found the meaning of the monsters 
in the world flood myths, originating from the Babylonian record- 
ings of the Tiamat, the dragon snake of which Jeremias says that 
it was seen in the moon in late Babylonian times. Hinzpeter in- 
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yestigates the Hebrew.and Babylonian myths, compares the mon- 
sters. described .therein: with. the corresponding monsters of 
Northern recollection in the Edda, and produces compelling 
proof of similarity: the moon (stationary and in disintegration) 
equal the dragon, the snake the cosmic monster. 

Are there then, besides similar records that have been handed 
down in which various beasts symbolise the magic images of the 
moon, and besides the representations of animals on sculptured 
monuments, whose cultural purpose leads to the conclusion that 
they are legacies of the flood—are there then other proofs which 
can.confirm the accuracy of the conclusions reached by philological 
science? 

The means of recording are speech, images and script. Hinz- 
peter has shown the meaning of the first two, there remains the 
third of these, from which conclusive proof should follow. Natur- 
ally from such an investigation must be excluded the scripts of more 
recent development which are basically only visual sound pictures 
of the spoken word. But those written symbols which developed 
from the pictorial writings of ancient civilisations, and which, 
besides the spoken word, speak.a language of their own by reason 
of the pictorial symbolism they retain, should be examined. 

The two civilisations we first mentioned, the Chinese and 
the Mexicans, possess or possessed besides their speech, a written 
means of communication in pictorial script which used word pic- 
tures to express every idea. ‘The ancient Mexican picture writing 
in the Codex Borgia contains the sign for “‘Moon.” This depicts 
the moon rabbit within the half-circle of the moon, beneath which 
is a feathered snake. 

In view of our opening remarks, no further comment or 
explanation seems necessary, yet in this connection the ancient 
Mexican myth of the moon-god Quetzalcoatl may be recalled here, 
. for it gives a clear—one might almost say cosmological—descrip- 
tion of the moon’s fate. 

The name of Quetzalcoatl signifies “feathered serpent.” The 
two parts of which the name is formed: “quetzalli” and “coatl,” 
are symbolic expressions for rain and moisture. Moreover, the 
name also means “‘the god who moved to the East”, thus the moon 
close to earth which overtook the Earth in its rotation. According 
to the myth, Quetzalcoatl was the bringer of knowledge, writing 
and the calendar. In the belief that he was drinking an elixir of 
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immortality, he became drunk, and thereby forfeited his realm. 
He moved to the East, towards the sun, as far as the sea, where he 
dissolved in tears and then burnt himself up in self-immolation. 
His heart, however, became the Evening Star. (The calendar god 
who was dissolved in water and burnt up takes over the calendar 
reckoning as the evening star during the moonless period—the 
“Venus Year.’’). 

The similarity with other myths is positively striking; the 
wisdom of the moon god may be equated with that of the wise 
giants of the Edda, his intoxication with that of Egyptian Hathor. 
When it is also borne in mind that the name of the moon god as 
the “feathered serpent” has essentially the same significance as 
the plumed or winged snake of the “dragon,” there is no need to 
seek further confirmation. 

In conclusion, here is a question for astronomical experts: 
the Mexicans of olden times may have had their own ideas about 
the moon and cosmic events, but why do certain European as- 
tronomers today designate the moon-junctures, i.e., the points at 
which the moon in rising and descending cuts through the earth’s 
orbit, as “dragon-head” and “dragon-tail,” the connecting line 
between these points as the “dragon-line,”’ and the interval of 
time between the moon’s passages through these two points as the 
“dragon-month’’? What has the moon to do with the dragon?

Answer to “Wore in Heresy’ 


by E. H. NuTTER 


If my “‘Heresy”’ letter has done nothing else it has produced 
a lot of interesting correspondence and has given me much to 
think about, but I fear that Mr. Tulip is the Arch-Heretic and I 
am beginning to despair of making him see the Light! He accuses 
ME of being a Heretic—I who have been taking up the cudgels 
on behalf of Hoerbiger! Actually, of course, he is right insofar as 
Hoerbiger’s Cosmological Theory is concerned, as I admitted in 
my reply to Mr. Bradley, but this is with the idea of sacrificing 
the part to save the whole. 

I have read Mr. Tulip’s “Evolution of Matter” with great 
interest and, in my humble opinion, it may be very near the 
Truth. The main part, however, does not affect the Hoerbiger 
Moon Capture Theory except as regards the possible causes and 
it is only about his terrestrial inferences that we really clash. 

Before replying to the letter I shall summarise my views on 
Hoerbiger. As I see it, there are three essential assumptions to 
make Moon Capture possible: 

(i) Planetary Involution. 

(ii) The present Moon is not the Earth’s first satellite. 

(iii) ‘There is a Magmatic Layer under certain conditions. 

How these are caused I personally do not mind, although a 
reasonable Cosmological Theory is necessary to round off things. 

Dealing with these in order, I do not DENY the possibility 
that friction with Interstellar matter is the cause of Planetary 
Involution although I have my doubts and in any case it is not 
necessary as the relative motions produced by the gravitational 
pull of the Sun will produce a small involutionary force on the 
Planets. The Calendar of Kalasasaya, the one real piece of evi- 
dence, comes out strongly in favour of a previous Satellite. The 
existence of a Magmatic Layer is, I know, doubted by some, but 
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is it necessary that it should be in a semi-liquid state ALL the 
time? Mr. Tulip states that there is local liquification and flow 
in the Earth’s Crust when this is highly stressed and this is borne 
out by the existence of volcanic activity at points of stress. Under 
quiescent conditions obtaining during the Asatellic Eras and in 
the early stages of lunar approach the majority of Magma might 
well become so solid that it gives no particular response to echo 
sounding analysis. (Rather like pitch.) During Stationary and 
Disintegration Periods on the other hand, when a large part of the 
Earth’s Crust is under high stress, the Magma will liquify and 
Hoerbiger’s Magmatic tide will begin to flow. 

My reference to Mr. Tulip’s North-South Mountain Ranges 
was made because he stated that the Earth’s Crust had not moved 
relative to its Core. Of course the major mountain ranges were 
originally formed in this direction due to the rotation and contrac- 
tion of the cooling Earth, but all of them have NOT kept their 
orientation; the largest range of all, the Rockies-Andes Chain, 
lies in a N.W.-S.E. direction and, taken with the directions of the 
others mentioned, would indicate that the original Crustal North 
Pole was somewhere in or.just North of Alaska. 

I will please Mr. Tulip and give up the Moon’s Glaciosphere 
—with considerable relief. It is not a necessity for Moon Capture 
and once a reasonable alternative cause for the difference in 
planetary densities is advanced (e.g., Mr. Tulip’s in a private 
letter) it becomes redundant. From my point of view it disposes 
of what seemed to me to be an insoluble problem, the disposal of 
some 15 miles depth of water over the entire Earth. 

On the Terrestrial side Mr. Tulip’s real objection to Moon 
Capture and Disintegration seems to be the lack of Satellitic 
Debris on the bed of the Atlantic. But here it must be remembered 
that since the Debris arrived from the Tertiary Satellite there have 
been two great scouring processes, the release of the Tertiary Girdle 
Tide and the present Moon’s Capture Flood. When debris was 
carried from the Tropics by the Girdle Tide waters little would be 
deposited en route and it would be held until they came to rest or 
their direction was reversed; therefore one would expect little in 
the Temperate Zone ocean beds, but there should be some near 
the poles, while deposits in the Temeperate Zones would be 
confined to pockets and areas only flooded temporarily. If any 
debris was deposited in the Temperate Zone Ocean Beds, most of 
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this would be washed back into the Tropics by the Capture Flood. 

Again, only a small proportion of the Satellite will have 
arrived as dust or mud. All the Core and most of the Surface 
Material will have come in large lumps up to “Mountain” size 
and most of these will have passed well into, if not right through, 
the Earth’s Crust. That this is so is upheld by the discovery of 
numerous “Boulders” which have produced such unexpected 
results in Gravitational Surveys. 

Apart from the above the Hoerbiger Geological Effects could 
be (and were) superimposed on the Tulip Effects. They were 
much smaller in extent and more local and, although many of 
them probably originated in thg archaean mountain ranges, most 
of them were NOT in a North-South direction. 

But, to revert to my essential assumptions, the Kalasasaya 
Calandar and its adjacent sloping strandline are Hoerbiger’s best 
evidence. Whether the detailed interpretations by Mr. Allan are 
considered far fetched or not, the Hoerbiger Theory is the only 
one so far which has given a basis for ANY logical decipherment 
of the Calandar. 

If Mr. Tulip’s Theory can give a reasonable explanation for 
a 290 day year and a Satellite (it cannot be the present Moon) 
with 447 lunations a year, I might be prepared to forsake 
Hoerbiger, but meanwhile “‘with our backs to the wall but believ- 
ing in the justice of our cause we will fight on to Victory”!

GOhe Sraight Gracks of England 


by E. SyKEs 
When the late Mr. Alfred Watkins began his now famous 
investigations into the trackways used by ancient man in Britain, 
and for that matter in many other places, he discovered a way 
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ieading directly to an aspect of the mentality of the megalith 
builders, which had never before received adequate consideration. 

This aspect was of early mankind as a maker of maps and 
charts, and as the creator of an extensive system of mark points 
covering most of the British Isles, with the aid of which a traveller 
would be able to find his way from anywhere to anywhere. 

Nowadays these points have been concealed by churches, 
wrecked by the greed of farmers seeking for building stone, 
obliterated by the heart-rending ignorance of parish councils and 
minor local authorities, but in spite of this, sufficient still remain 
for the interested country stroller to work out for himself exactly 
how his ancestors of 3000 years ago managed to travel without 
the aid of carefully designed maps and motorists guides, and yet 
managed to reach their destinations with but little fuss or bother. 

In principle it may confidently be asserted that early man 
did nothing unintentionally. The difficulty of organising -any 
kind of pubic works in those times must have been too great for 
any effort to have been wasted. For this reason it is to be assumed 
that standing stones, mounds and barrows, dolmens, cromlechs 
and other megalithic monuments up to and including Stonehenge 
and Avebury, the occasional primitive rutted track that is dis- 
covered either by the farmer or in air photographs, all these and 
many remnants of our historic past, all formed part of a general 
pattern of interlocking trackways from North to South and from 
East to West, marked by stones, tumuli, fords, mounds, etc. 

Investigations have shown the existence of several different 
methods of setting out these tracks and markers. Sometimes they 
are straight lines from one main centre to another—the straight 
roads of the Romans were doubtless copied from the tracks of 
their predecessors. In others a whole series of parallel tracks 
covers an area of country, sometimes at distances of a mile or less. 
It is difficult to understand the reason for this procedure, unless 
it was a delimitation of grazing or hunting areas. 

There are yet other instances of markers being placed on the 
circumference of circles having a common venture. This would 
not be unusual were it not for the fact that each circle has three or 
more markers on its rim, which places the matter outside the 
bounds of coincidence. 

An unhappy fate overtook one of the more important works 
on the subject, published by Major Typer shortly before the war,

During its heyday the Straight Track Club, under the ener- 
getic Secretaryship of Mr. M. C. Carr-Gomm, produced nearly 
thirty large portfolios of transactions, averaging over one a year 
from its formation in 1926 until 1949.

Opportunity is taken to reprint the existing bibliography of 
literature on Trackways and Alignments, issued in 1948. Any 
corrections or amplifications would be welcomed. With the excep- 
tion of two works by Mr. Watkins and a monograph by Mr. 
Koop, marked with an asterisk, everything is out of print and 
must be consulted at a library or sought in second-hand book 
shops.

Dastor Span uth

A few details concerning the researches of the Frisian sphinx, 
Mr. Spanuth, have come to be known. The pastor claims to have 
found the source for Plato’s Atlantean Dialogues among the in- 
scriptions on the walls of the temple at Medinet Habu nearthe 
Valley of the Kings. These inscriptions tell about a gigantic ca- 
tastrophe which befell Egypt during the reign of Rameses II, while 
the nation was at war with certain foreign peoples. 

They speak of volcanic eruptions and great inundations, 
which also devastated other realms further to the North. Now 
this is probably correct because at that time Santorin, the Agean 
volcano, erupted, causing the greatest volcanic disaster in historic 
times, being even greater than that at Krakotoa in 1883. 

However, even a gigantic eruption in the Mediterranean 
would be unlikely to cause any effect in the North Sea, where Mr. 
Spanuth supposes Atlantis to be situated. The “Countries to the 
North” mentioned in the inscriptions were most probably the 
North Coastal regions of the Eastern Mediterranean. That the 
description of the disaster should have something in common 
with Plato’s Dialogues is not a matter for surprise. 

The seafaring peoples said in the description to have invaded 
the Levant including Egypt and Greece, are said by the Pastor to 
have been called: Phers, Sakkar and Denen, which he supposes to 
mean: Frisians, Saxons and Danes. The lack of vowels in oriental 
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writings allows of different interpretations. It seems more probable 
that these peoples were the already existing enemies of Rameses, 
the “Pehrs” being the “Tursa” or Etruscans, the “Sakkar” being 
the “‘Sardana”’ or the “‘Shekelesh” or Sicilians, while the “Denen™ 
were the “Danaoi” from Argos. The Danes are unlikely to have 
been known as such 3,000 years ago. 

Any real commentary on the work of Pastor Spanuth will 
have to await the publication of his book. However what has so 
far been disclosed does not sound convincing, and it does not seem 
as if anything of major interest will result from it.

The author’s contention that time began to exist only when 
the original universe became a three point one, having developed 
to that extent from an original one or two point universe, in 
analogy with the well known thesis of the flatlanders and their 
views on three dimensional universes. 

While from a purely mathematical point of view this theory 
is doubtless correct, there is one point which the author appears 
to have forgotten, and that is: “In the frame of reference in which 
our universe exists, which is according to Einstein a curved space, 
there is and always has been a space outside, and to beings in that 
space there will always have been a perception of that sequence 
of events which we call time. 

A recent theory on electrons postulates the existence of nega- 
tive time as a convenient method of accounting for improbabilities 
known to occur. But to the observer at the other end of the 
equipment time is always real and unaffected by the eccentricities 
of the electrons and their lesser bodies. In about the same pro- 
portion there always has been an external time frame unaffected 
by earthly or galactic conditions. 

However, disagreement with the thesis, does not detract 
from recognition of the excellence of its persentation. Readers 
who are interested should apply to the author who will be pleased 
to send them a copy free of charge.

Although this work, as its title indicates, deals largely with 
openings and caves in the Swiss mountains, its main purpose is 
to put forward a modification of the ideas of Wegener and Du 
Toit, as to the movement of continents. 


The author assumes that at the time of Atlantis, i.e., 11450 
years ago, the land areas of the earth were grouped together in a 
heart shaped mass, which since then has gradually slid over the 
globe until it reached the present position. 


While I am quite prepared to accept continental drift, in 
that it neither affirms nor contradicts any of the theories in which 
I am interested, I boggle at the idea of it all having happened in 
11500 years, which would mean that America is moving away at 
a third of a mile a year! 


My own opinion is that drift can only be measured in cen- 
timetres in a hundred years, and that‘any such process must have 
taken not 11500 years, but rather 150 million years. However, 


nobody has as yet put up an entirely logical series of dates for the 
geological past, so anybody’s guess may be right.
